VIOLATION OF FEDERAL REGULATIONS 


The Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about June 8, 2010 - February 4, 2010 - March 11, 

2009 you or your organization committed the following violation of Federal Regulations: 

9 CFR, SECTION Failure to 

3.125 (a) • Construct facility of such material and of such strength as 

appropriate for the animals involved. Indoor and outdoor 
housing facilities shall be structurally sound and shall be 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury 
and to contain the animals. 

(**Enclosures housing lynx and servals contain rusted out holes in 
the structural supports of the chainlink fencing. 

**One serval was found outside of its enclosure.) 

3.131 (a) • Remove excreta from primary enclosures as often as 

necessary to prevent contamination of the animals contained, 
minimize disease hazards and reduce odors. 

(**The walls around the enclosure housing 5 coatimundi are dirty. 
**Thc catch pan under the enclosure housing one coatimundi is filthy 
with a urine soaked newspaper in it. This is contributing to the odor 
in the facility.) 

3.131 (c) • Keep buildings and grounds clean and in good repair to 

protect animals from injury and facilitate husbandry 
practices. 

(**The kitchen is dirty, the sink is filthy, dirty dishes and old soda 
cans are on the counter, and shelves have a layer of dirt on them. 
**The kitchen area is being used for husbandry practices. 

**The lemurs and coatimundi housing have various items that need 
to be removed and a filthy floor with a layer of dirt and grime.) 

Titles 7 & 9 Code of Federal Regulations were promulgated to help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases and assure the humane treatment of animals. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly 
impact detrimental to the public interest, you are warned of this violation. Any further violation of these regulations may 
result in the assessment of a civil penalty or criminal prosecution.
